The "we" is the Nixon-rider/Erv 
Kanemoto - tuner combo. “We wasted 
a clutch and a crank plus exhaust 
pipes broke so it was one hell of a week 
for Erv. He worked his tail off,” said 
Nixon. 


The Yamaha YZ125 that Broc 
Glover used to win at the Winter- 
AMA opener in Jacksonville, 
Florida was not 100% stock. It was 
fitted with an experimental 
aluminum swingarm being tested 
for sale by the factory if it proves 
` то be better than the stock swing 


arm. Hurricane Hannah and Rick 
Burgett used stock swing arms on 
their YZ250 and YZ 400, 
respectively. 


According to the British motorcycle 
papers, Honda will introduce a water- 
cooled 1,200cc V6 in mid-1977. The 
newspaper Motorcycle also predicts an 
800cc V4, and 600cc and 400cc V- 
twins. The 1,200cc machine is 
predicted to have a choice of 
automatic or conventional 
transmission. 


The same publication boasts of 
four new RG700 Suzukis, similar to 
the RG500s, being prepared for 
Barry Sheene, Pat Hennen, and 
perhaps John Newbold. Sheene 
will have two if the report is true.

I take practical exception to your 

. one-half to one horsepower 
more.” statement concerning down 
pipes vs. up pipes in Cycle News 
issue Number 5, page 12. With the 
identical pipe mounted as a downpipe, 
as compared with the same piece of 
hardware mounted in an up position, 
you may have some slight theoretical 
increase in output due to the reduction 
in pumping head, as the exit of the 
chamber would be higher in the "up" 
position, rather than in the "down." 
The difference in potential energy of a 
slug of hot exhaust gas, due to the 
difference in exit elevation, has to be 
rather small. Particularly since the 
mass of the unit volume of a 1700 
F(avg.) gas is pretty small, maybe .15 
Ib./ft.*, the weight of the gases is .005 
pounds. With an elevation difference 
of two feet, the work (force-distance) 
involved is .010 foot pounds. Now, a 
horsepower is... 7550 foot- 
pounds/second. You. would have to 
elevate this slug two feet (.01 ft./Ib.) in 
.0000182 seconds in order to expend 
one horsepower. This is comparable to 
over three million rpm (rpm/60 — 
1/.0000182 sec.) My contention is 
that there are so many other things 
which can make one horsepower 
difference in pipes, that even the 
mention of "up vs. down" places. a 
magical air about a subject already 
overloaded with folklore. 1 will admit 
that the manufacture of an up, or 
snake, pipe might entail more bends 
and irregularities which may reduce 
the flow regime and efficiency to a 
degree as mentioned. But don't place 
any significance to the up vs. down 
with respect to inherently useful 
horsepower. I'll bet the CZ people 
went to a down-pipe due to 
manufacturing ease and the fact that 
their previous "up" pipe was a lizard: 
poorly tucked in (if at all). In fact, 
note that the photo of the AW-250 has 
the pipe exit pretty close to the 
location that the exit would be on a 
comparable up pipe.

PALMDALE AND RIVERSIDE, CA 

FEBRUARY 9-10 

With three potential sites up for 
grabs, in two days of marathon 
hearings the California 
Recreational Trails Committee 
got an earful from off-roaders 
and bike-haters alike. Hundreds 
of people packed council 
chambers in two cities both eve- 
nings to testify on the pros and cons of 
locating a state Off Highway Vehicle 
site at Hungry Valley (near Gorman), 
or Ritter Ranch (near Palmdale), or 
Potrero (near Beaumont). The 
committee is a group of appointed 
citizen/advisors, acting on the promise 
to acquire a state “green stickie” 

facility for the Los Angeles area. This 
promise was made by California Parks 
and Recreation Director Herbert 
Rhodes. 

Committee members sitting on the 
hearing included Chairman George 
Dean, an active Boy Scout leader, 
hiker and horseman; Richard Brown, 
an attorney and off-road biker; 
Gerard Zimmerman, an active 
backpacker; and Ralph Goodson, an 
attorney and four-wheel-drive 
enthusiast. 

The Committee is currently under- 
strength because, as Chairman Dean 
stated, Governor Brown has not 
appointed members to fill three empty 
seats. Dean also indicated that he and 
Director Rhodes have had their 
differences. The committee members 
were quite gratified by the large 
citizen turnout, both at daytime site 
tours and at the evening hearings. 

The committee decided to leave the 
record open for more public input 
until March 10, and decide on their 
recommended choice at a Sacramento 
meeting March 17. 

Chairman Dean made it clear 
throughout the hearings that although 
he and the committee members had 
hounded the Parks and Recreation 
Department for faster action, there 
would still be further delay after the 
Committee’s recommendation is 
made. According to law, there must 
be an Environmental Impact Report 
(E.I.R.) prepared prior to acquisition 
of the chosen site, then a second 
E.I.R. written for on-site development 
after the site is acquired. It could be 
two to three years before the chosen 
site can be opened. 

The potential for delay and 
obstruction is obvious. Each hearing 
turned up an expected contingent of 
nearby landowners in opposition to 
one or more of the proposed sites. 
However, organized bikers and four- 
wheelers showed up in large numbers 
as well, filling the meeting rooms with 
club jerseys and patches. The 
opposing sides tried to keep away from 
a shouting match, and largely 
succeeded. 


Ritter — 12,000 acres 

All three sites offer a mixture of 
advantages and disadvantages. No one 
obvious choice emerged from the 
hearings. Opposition was loudest over 
the Ritter Ranch site. This 12,000 acre 
ranch near Palmdale has the San 
Andreas Rift at its northern edge, and 
the Sierra Pelona mountains (part of

MX on a privateer's budget? 





Former works CZ rider and retired Belgian trials champion discusses the

Here’s how to 


build a backyard 


Grand Prix 
racer...

Well, the new season’s just about here. Be on 
you in force before you know it, so you'd better 
start making firm plans for any motocross rac- 
ing you'll be doing this year. With that first 


heady rush of the sap rising in you 
(which probably means all the old 
bruises are healed, your last scab fell 
off, and you want to get that extra 
inch off your waist) you decide you've 
had enough of blowing off the local 
squids at Poco Loco Raceway weekend 
after weekend. This year, you're really 
going to do something — make your 
move. It’s time to go to work on a 
larger canvas — like maybe in Grands 
Prix. Why not the World 
Championship? After all, DeCoster is 
32; Mikkola's 31. Those guys should be 
racing in the Old Timers class. 

But maybe you've also decided that 
your reliable, victorious DT-1B with 
the GYT kit may not be the hot set-up 
for a Grand Prix circuit (even though 
it has taken you to 37 consecutive class 


wins at Poco Loco). Then there is the 
matter of which World Championship 
class you should ride. Last things first. 
There are 10 or 11 "pilotes" in the 
250cc class who can win a Grand Prix 
moto. That means your chances of 
breaking into the top 10 points and 
money-paying positions 
are... unlikely, shall we say. The 
125 class? Maybe, if you're not too put 
off by having Gaston Rahier and 
Marty Smith lap you two or three 


times a moto, then dicing with the 


proliferation of crazy Italian 125 
riders. Which leaves the 500 class. 
“Are you crazy?” you may ask with 
brilliant logic. "That's where DeCoster 
rides. And the Dutch guy Wolsink who 
wins the U.S. GP at Carlsbad all the 











time. And Bad Brad, апа...” Апа 
who? The truth is, after the first three 
positions, it's a pretty open field except 
that Ake Jonsson's back on a Maico 
and thats always to be contended 
with. There's another good reason for 
racing the 500 class. It is more possible 


to build a competitive bike, in terms of 


power, for that class. Forty-two 
horsepower can be just as useable as 
50. 

You may have notice that there are 
not a lot of factory GP racer positions 
going begging these days. If you're 
going to expand your horizons this 
year, it's going to be as a privateer. 
You will still need a motorcycle to race 
in a Grand Prix, however. If nobody 
wants to give you one in your first 
season, you are soon exposed to the 
privateer's £1 problem: money. More 
specifically, the lack of it. Oh, well, 
back to 10096 Expert Payback at Poco 
Loco. If we really had your best 
interests at heart, we'd. stop now, 
having been content to be moral in 
saving you from yourself. But you 
won't be dissuaded? You wll have a 
GP bike? What kind? What are the 
other privateers using? As a matter of 
statistical fact, more Grand Prix 
riding privateers in Europe still ride 
CZ than any other bike in the 500 
class. Maicos in various states of 
trickery are probably second favorite, 
with KTMs апа RM. Suzukis starting 
to be seen. There are other ways to go. 
A 390GP Husqvarna goes for $2200 
plus tax. Maybe add some air forks for 
about $50, an aluminum alloy pipe for 
maybe $80 to match a non-radical 
"clean-up" port job at $60 or so and 


you're pretty close to Lackey's bike of 


last year. That's if you get along well 
with a Husky. Bengt Aberg rode a 
nearly stock Bultaco last season but 
the gearbox blues wouldn't get off 
him. A standard Suzuki RM370 can be

had for $1600, if it suits your style but 
it, too, requires some work before it's 
GP-ready. 

So you look at the works 500 class 
CZs (as a former CZ rider is pictured 
doing) and you see a motocross bike 
that is simple, sturdy, and very damn 
fast with snap-crackle power out of the 
turns. Except for a basketful of 
magnesium which is about as heavy as 
a basket of leaves of the same size, they 
don't look that hard to reproduce or 
even improve on. With confidence 
born of both ignorance and that 
dangerous little bit of knowledge. we 
set out to build a privateer version of a 
works replica 380 CZ like the Russians

with the valve stems atop the air 
forks. Other subtle touches include 
aluminum handlebars, plastic anti- 
break levers, and good sticky grips. 


rode in the 500 World Championship 
last season. You can do it, too, except 
possibly for casting all that 
magnesium. 

A good place to start on the 
Backyard GP CZ project is in the fine 
print at the back of this newspaper. 
Therein, you will often see things that 
read like:

In fact, a fairly recent used 380 CZ 
may just be barely broken in. A really 
ideal but unlikely situation would be 
to find a dual sparkplug head CZ 
engine in a red frame with the 
associate recent running gear (alloy 
rims, etc.). Before we get much 
farther along, there is another valid if 
subtle reason for campaigning a 380 
CZ if you race GPs as a privateer. 
There seems to be a lot of CZ racing 
support services at all the European 
Grands Prix, particularly out of 
Belgium and Italy. And only two GPs 
are not in Europe. 

We did not copy the works bike 
exactly in building our backyard 
racer. Where we honestly believed 
American, or other, parts were better 
we went with thosc. Who is "we"? All 
frame and suspension mods were 


designed jointly with Off-Road Racing

Specialties at 1513 18th St. in Santa 
Monica, CA and executed by them. 
All parts and accessories that weren't 
already. in the garage were obtained 
through Cycle Products West, 11900 
Pico Blvd., West Los Angeles, CA. So 
the Backyard CZ emerged as 
something less than a shop bike and 
something more than a well- 
intentioned but limited racer-owner 
effort. All mods were kept on the mild 
side with the idea of decreasing both 
cost of construction and cost of 
operating the beast. No matter which 
engine and chassis you base your GP 
bike on, this is something to keep 
foremost in mind. There was no room 
for the vicissitudes of a $20,000 racing 
budget. 


A lot of thought went into the frame 
mods before anybody picked up a 
torch. We studied detail photos of the 
works bikes from all angles before 
deciding we could do better both in 
terms of structural strength and rear 
wheel travel. The works bikes have 
only six inches of rear axle travel using 
standard-looking CZ air shocks. Gary 
Hymes, proprietor of Off-Road 
Racing. came up with an improved 
rear frame design that yielded a 
conservative 7.25 inches of rear axle 
travel. Marzocchi gas-fluid shocks 
were laid down in some specially 
fabricated box mounts. Shock length 
is 13 inches in achieving the desired

rear shock mount to steering head at 


full compression. Bilsteins and S&W- 
designed, Monroe-built freon bag 
shocks will also be tested. The photo 
shows the strength and integrity of this 
design. It is better braced than the 
works bike frames. 

Works CZs has 8.5-inch air forks to 
hold up the front end. We followed 
that approach with two options. The 
Number One Products fork kit was the 
least expensive and has the inherent 
advantage that Brian Fabre will work 
with you in an attempt to get it right 
for your preference. Damping of both 
fork legs was adjusted and matched

with the kit installation. The Terry Kit 
provides eight inches of fork travel as 
part of the costlier.mod and carries a 
money-back-if-not satisfied- 
guarantee. Goki air fork caps and 
valves were screwed into the tops of the 
fork legs. Air forks are an excellent 
way to go, allowing fine tuning of the 
front suspension to match your wildest 
fantasies. To ensure 90 minutes of 
reliability, you should retain the CZ 
fork springs or a softer equal length 
spring — just in case you blow a seal. 
It does happen. The ride isn't 
compromised but the springs make 
the front end over a pound heavier. 


The LTR suspension 
requires a chain tensioner. 

Works CZs have a 38mm Mikuni 
carburetor hooked up to a reed valve 
and center port barrels. They are 
ported so radically for top end power 
transmitted through a four-speed 
gearbox that the reed is a requirement 
for crisp low end response. A center 
port barrel and a reed valve are not 
necessary with the porting skills 
available from many American metal 
grinders. Rex Staten's CZ, on which he 
led 20 minutes of the first moto at the 
U.S. GP, had a standard barrel, a JH 
pipe, and porting by Chenda Lelek. 
Cycle Products West offers a power 
boost through different holes that does 
not compromise reliability, also with a 
custom-fabricated pipe to match. The 
38mm Mikuni and a pipe may be 
enough for you to handle. It makes for 
a very quick bike. Porting is going to 
cost $50-60 with nearly that much 
more for a reed valve. Of course, the 
porting is different and more 
expensive if you do use the reed. 
Replacing the reed petals periodically 
is another expense and maintenance 
item. The cylinder head was 
porcupined mainly so it would look 
like the works bike in pictures. Only 
about half a pound of weight is 
actually saved.

Where do we stand financially after 
treating the frame, suspension, and to 
the mildest degree consistent with 
improved performance, the engine? 
Between $380 and $425, depending on 
the front fork mod finally selected. 
Add another $100 if you opt for the 
reed valve and reed porting so yours 
will be even closer to the works bikes. 
Thirty dollars more for the porcupines 
on the cylinder head. If you are 
conservative and can get a 1096 racer's 
discount on the parts, it'll come out 
right around $500. If you started with 
the used model, your total cost is still 
under $1200. If you bought one in the 
crate to start from, it's more like $1600 
but you get to break it in yourself. 


As far as going for the complete 
works bike replica, we still weren't 
finished. A GP seat is $20 and a good 
idea whether ‘you're racing Grands 
Prix or not. Saves your buns. Works 
CZs use stock cables, grips, and 
handlebars. We used Inter-Am solid 
aluminum bars in a CZ_ bend, 
Terrycables for clutch and brake 
(which should last longer), and 
American Pro grips (which are kinder 
to your paws). Some things, 
Americans build better. Add a Preston 
Petty “Muder” up front and you have 
parted with another $40 or so. We did 
not build new wheels and don’t really 
think it’s that necessary at this stage. If 
you do, approximately $170 will lace 
up two Sun rims from CPW. TriVid 
Distributing makes available a works 
replica triple clamp that eliminates 
the dreaded CZ fork flex. We used it 
and it works, but it is a real hassle to 
install. When finished, you will have a 
machine that is stronger, more reliable 
and probably more tractable than the 
works CZs.

The bottom line for the full 
treatment comes out right about $615. 
Eliminating a few items like reed 
porting and the spiny cylinder head 
brings that down to $453. The result is 
a works replica CZ that, except for its 
weight, is actually a more refined, up 
to date racer than the works bike itself. 
It will be competitive if you are and is 
basically simple.and easy to maintain. 

For a total under $1500 
(Remember, you bought the basic 
machine used or in the crate.) you are 
the proud owner of a GP-ready 500 
class motocross racing machine. Your 
plane ticket to Europe and air freight 
for the scooter will be more than that. 
Be sure and get your entries in to the 
FIM right away. The first World 
Championship round isin April. ©

Roeseler/Tibblin win 


Parker 400 overall

PARKER, AZ, FEB.-12 


A large crowd waited at the Blue Water Marina 
for the first finisher of S.C.O.R.E.’s 340-mile 
“Parker 400” off-road race. Rolf Tibblin had 


moved into the lead on the California loop, 


giving the 390 Husky to Larry Roeseler 
to complete the race after a clutch 
change. Roeseler stayed in the lead to 
finish with a time of seven hours, two 
and 34 hundredths of a minute. The 
time held up as the fastest of the day. 

The race had been started in the 
early morning darkness outside of 
Parker. John Hateley, riding with Al 
Baker on a 410 Honda, reportedly had 
ignition problems in the first few 
miles, but they apparently cleared up, 
for he moved out in front to break trail 
for the 103-mile course. 

Riders had heavy dust from the start 
and visibility was further hampered by 
riding straight toward the rising sun. 
Entrants ducked their heads as low as 
they could and some slowed way down. 
Roeseler didn’t slow down as much as 
some, moving up after starting two 
minutes and 20 seconds behinds the 
first bike. 

The Arizona loop was incredibily 
fast. Hateley averaged 57 mph for the 
distance, with Roeseler three miles an 
hour slower. In their wake they left a 
few crashers, like Brent Wallingsofrd 
(390 Hus), whose engine seized in a 
turn, highsiding him. He'd gotten 
back up and was leading the pursuit of 
the first two. Cordis Brooks (400 
KTM) never made it to the first check 
after hitting a rock and banging up his 
hip. 


Tom Kelly (250 KTM) was the first 
of the late entries to start and he 
moved up past the 125s toward the 
front of the pack. 

There was mandatory half-hour 
downtime for riders to get their bikes 
over the Colorado River to the 
California start. That loop was 134 
miles long and considerably rougher 
than the previous one. Al Baker was 
the first rider to start, but he 
reportedly lost fourth and fifth gears 
sometime after that. When Tibblin 
passed him where the course crossed 
Highway 95 for the first time, Baker 
had also come up with a rear flat tire. 
He dropped out of the race. Tibblin 
was holding a conservative pace, 
wanting to finish. Also the clutch had 
been starting to slip when Roeseler was 
riding, and now it was worse. 

Behind them, Jack Johnson had 
taken over from Wallingsford but the 
engine quit at the end of "Thunder 
Alley,” an 11-mile-long fireroad, 
straight and flat. That put the team of 
Mike Maze and Richard Bunty (250 
KTM) into second place physically — 
this was a timed event — about six 
minutes behind Tibblin. In third was 
Bob Balentine, riding with Kelly. 
Midway or so through the loop, 
Balertine had broken his rear shock 
springs, but he was five minutes faster 
than Tibblin on the loop. Right

; behind him was Bob Rutten, taking 
his turn on Bruce Ogilvies 250cc 
Harley-Davidson. 

Race action shifted. back to the 
Arizona side and much of the action 
was in the pits. The leading Husky had 
its clutch changed in four minutes and 
five seconds. Roeseler then set out on 
the final leg, a rerun of the first loop. 
Maze and Bunty set out only to have 
problems and drop out of the race. 
The Kelly/Balentine KTM had its rear 
shocks replaced. Out on the course, 
Kelly was passed by Ogilvie, who was 
destined to drop out near Check One 
with countershaft problems. 

Roeseler encountered a lot of traffic 
such as stragglers from the four-wheel 
classes, play vehicles and kids on mini 
bikes. The course was chewed up by 
the cars, and thus Roeseler was about 
two minutes off his first loop time, 
ending up with a 47.22 mph average 
for the entire race. At the finish there 
was a lot of hand shaking, assorted 
smiles, donated bubbly, champagne 
showers for nearby spectators and 
lining up for the traditional "We 
wonnit!" pictures. Tibblin stayed until 
the following day, while Roeseler left 
about an hour after finishing to ride 
and win the Soboba Grand Prix. Their 
time was five minutes faster than the 
first buggy, driven by Ivan Stewart. 
The second place buggy was driven by 
Bud Feldkamp and Malcolm Smith. 
The latter also raced at Soboba, 
finishing second. 

Kelly was the second rider to finish. 
He and Balentine also went through 
the champagne and pictures routine as 
the Class 21 (250) winners. 

Class 21 finishers proliferated. The 
next bike to finish was that of Rick 
Finger and Rick Secor (250 Hus). The 
two San Diego-area riders earned 
second in class. Marc Knudsen and 
Max Switzer (250 KTM) finished 12 
minutes later. Joe Jones and Todd 
Martella (Hus) finished behind the 
winners in Class 22. 

The Class 20 war produced some 
interesting battles. Steve Rion (125 
Yam) started first and led them into 
the first Arizona finish. Carl Cranke 
(125 Pen) started near the end and 
made up a lot of time. Mitch Payton 
(Hus) was also among the leaders. 

Rion's partner Scott Pfeiffer and 
Cranke's partner Eric Jenson both 
dropped out on the California side. 
Jeff Kaplan took over on the Husky 
and was the first rider in that class to

complete the California loop. They 
were the last entry to finish the 
complete race in under eight hours, 
winning by 25 minutes over Paul Eddy 
and Ron Laffranchi (Yam). 

Only two bikes entered the Class 38, 
for riders 38 years of age or older. Jack 
Froelich and Bruce Lewellyn (Yam) 
won easily with an elapsed time of 
eight hours, four minutes. Larry 
Nicholson and John Watkins (Hus) 
were other competitors in that class to 
finish. 

In the money department, Roeseler 
and Tibblin won $2,365 for the overall 
victory. The trophy presentation was 
held at the Coors distributor and free 
beer was provided to the people 
standing around in the warm (around 
90 degrees) afternoon. The local radio 
station carried race reports 
throughout, race day as well as 
broadcasting the awards ceremony. €

Clark replaces 


Shick as 
Yamaha Nat'l 
Racing Manager

"It's more of a logistics job than 
anything else," Ken Clark 
modestly described his position 
as National Racing Manager for 
Yamaha Motor Corporation, 
U.S.A. He then admitted, “It’s 
a big job, though. You've got to 
cover a lot of ground.” 

Replacing former NRM Pete 
Schick, Clark is responsible for the 
firm’s entire motor racing program in- 
cluding motocross, the AMA Grand 
National/Camel Pro circuit, the In- 
ternational Six Days Trial program 
and snowmobile racing as well. 

“The way it’s set up now ... (with 
specialists working on individual 
programs) ... it's really the best 
system," Clark continued, explaining 
how he coordinates a team of motor- 
cycle experts. Kel Carruthers works on 
Kenny Roberts road racing machinery 
while Babe DeMay and Nick 
Deligianis tune the factory dirt track 
bikes. Ed Scheidler, Motocross Super- 
visor, oversees three top notch 
mechanics -- Keith McCarty, Larry 
Carpenter and Jim Felt. And Bill 
Stewart is receiving help from former 
MX wrench Don Dudek in the Six 
Days program. 

Yamaha is expanding company 
racing interests this year, and has 
made at least one major policy chance 
to facilitate the growth. In the past, 
divisions of Yamaha have not crossed 
each others’ boundaries -- for exam- 
ple, American Yamaha MX riders 
have not been allowed to race in the 
Canadian 500cc GP, the territory of 
Yamaha Motor Canada. In 1977, 
however, Yamaha Motor Corporation, 
U.S.A. will send Pierre Karsmakers to 
Europe to contest in World Cham- 
pionship competition. Pierre will be 
accompanied by Ed Scheidler. 

“Pierre is primarily a development 
rider, and where’s the best place to do 
development if not in Europe?” Clark 
offered. 

The ISDT effort has been expanded 
to include six riders in place of the 
previous three-man team. 

When questioned about a rumor 
that he would be more communicative 
than his predecessor, Clark declined 
comment. To suggest that he would, 
he felt, would infer unintended 
criticism of Schick. Still, after talking 
with Yamaha’s new National Racing 
Manager, we can’t help but feel that 
dealing with their racing department 
will be an enjoyable assignment in 
1977. -

Leading the D-37 pack to the bomb, today 
was Chuck Pettigrew, with Bruce Ogilvie, 
about 100 yards back. Ogilvie drove in all the 
way from Saturday's Parker 400 in Arizona, 


worked on his bike all morning, and 
squeaked in one run to the bomb prior 
to the race. Third to the smoke was 
Mark Zoller, chased by Ed Zarp, Tim 
Bowman and Dewayne Carter. 
Running seventh overall and first 
Amateur was Dan Thordarson. Five 
miles up the.canyon, first and second 
stayed the same, but Bowman got by 
Zoller for third while Carter passed 
Zarp for fifth. Sandy Robertson passed 
Thordardson for seventh, then Brian 
Wright, who wasn't even in the top 15 
at the bomb. 

First Novice to the bomb, was old 
Killer Kilgore, followed by Chris Gray, 
Howard Hart, Dave Thompson, 
Adrian Ahuero and Sam Soule. Phil 
Bayliss was first Beginner, 18th 
overall. Before check two the "Killer" 
still had the Novice lead with Chris 
Gray second. Sam Soule moved up 
from sixth to third in really tight 
terrain. Crash Harvey, not even in the 
top 20 at the bomb, moved up to 
fourth Novice overall, second 250. 
Dave Thompson dropped to fifth, 
First trailbike, Torsten Corum came 
blazing along at about 18th overall. 


Pettigrew still had the lead at the 
home check with Ogilvie in second, 
Bowman third and Zoller fourth. 
After the riders cleared check two, the 
course ran across the valley towards 
Hwy. 395, penetrating the mountains 
from the southeast. Winding higher 
and higher toward the microwave 
station, the main trail gave way to a 
small goat trail. Pettigrew stalled his 
Maico, and Ogilvie got by for the lead 


only to have the same thing happen to 
him, letting Pettigrew back into first. 
Bowman crashed, leaving third place 
to Zoller. The big downhill didn't 
cause any problems to the fast guys, 
but later on the rehearsals for “Crash 
and Burn” began. Coming into the 
pits Ogilvie regained the lead, 
Pettigrew second, Zoller third, 
Thordardson fourth and Wright fifth. 


Killer Kilgore, still holding first 
Novice overall, was being chased by 
Mike and Dave Thompson, both on 


175s. Mark Phillips held down fourth, 
while fifth and sixth place were Open 
bikes ridden by Greg Rudowski and 
Brian Williamson. One-loop finishers 
stacked up real fast with Phil Bayliss 
finishing first Open, first overall 
Beginner. Second overall, first 
Division I Beginner was Asaro, out of 
District 36. Second Open went to Nigil 
Marshall, third Open Byron Smith. 
Second 250 was Mike Cockrell, third 
Rick Miller. First Div. II was Ron 
Hermansen, second Bill Burman and 
third Bob Warden. The only Trail 
Novice listed was Lars Bergmann. 

The second loop continued with 
little position change. First and second 
place must have been really serious 
because they pulled out a five minute 
lead over the next bike. Bruce Jones 
held down first 250 Amateur at tenth 
overall. Second place, Sled Rider Mick 
Thorpe, was 10 bikes back and 
moving. George Walker had first 
Senior Div. I locked up, running 
around 22nd overall. Jim Vincent, 
first Div. Il Expert, running sixth 
overall at the big uphill, looked back 
to see Jim, Brown of Barstow right 
behind him. Third Div. II Expert 
Andy Klein was seven bikes back. 
Gregg Thomas, running a beautiful 
race at 30th overall, held first 
Trailbike with first Expert Steve Webb 
at 31st. Tom Allen, second Trail 
Amateur was at 36th overall. After 
clearing the cross country chop, the 
course dumped into a WFO sand wash 
where third place Zoller parted 
company with his bike, smashing the 
expansion chamber, punching a hole 
in his ignition case and causing Zoller 
a world of hurt. This put fast-moving 
Brian Wright into third overall. Allen 
Johnson, back in the pack, brought 
home Open Senior Amateur honors, 
while Don Kesler got first Div. II 
Senior Amateur. Irwin Sinclair won 
Senior Amateur Trail. 

With the finish line finally in sight 
Ogilvie and the Harley gassed it to the 
checkered for the overall win. Second 
overall Chuck Pettigrew also took first 
Open Expert. Third overall, second

Killer Kilgore led the whole Novice 
race, never really threatened for the 
lead. Second and third went to Mike 
Thompson nursing a bad clutch — 
and Dave Thompson riding a front 
flat the entire second loop. 

The Determination trophy of the 
week is split between Gordon Schmid 
and Ken Miller. Schmid fouled a plug 
on the start, almost quit, but decided 
since he paid his entry. he would go 
ahead and ride. Schmid finished 40- 
something overall, first Open Senior. 
Ken Miller, running two bikes behind 
Brian Wright, broke his shift lever. A 
generous soul at Check 7 loaned him 
one, and Miller continued on, losing 
about 20 positons. 

Ken Guio drove 1,000 miles to race 
this desert race. He first raced this 
Moose Run 25 years ago, finishing first 
Amateur. He's been actively racing for 
30 years, and his son Cotton finished 
10th overall, second Open. Candon, 
the other son, was still in the process of

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Speedway's young 


with a plan, the Houston 
winner talks of England, 
danger and the future

To Southern California speedway fans, he's 
well known, even though he's been largely 
absent during the past season. Should he re- 
appear, it's likely that the dark blue leathers 


with the American flag front will bring 
instant recognition — Mike Curoso's 
back on the track. 

Curoso's been gone awhile, for he's 
one: of the tiny handful of American 
Speedway riders who have chosen to 
gamble on the edge of starvation in 
order to compete in British League 
speedway. It is a scary, risky choice for 
an accomplished Southern California 
speedway rider to make — to turn 
away from a guaranteed modest 
income to plunge into an unknown 
race-or-starve arena in a foreign 
country. 


As Curoso, dressed in a comfortable 
pullover and slacks, relaxes in Cycle 
News’ conference room, it’s hard to 
pull it all back, how it was. “After the 
National (the 1975 event in the Los 
Angeles Coliseum) I started turning 
wrenches as a plumber. In 1976 I did 
compete in England. They had racing 
down under (that winter) and I think 
Scott Autrey was the only American 
that attended. When he came back I 
had a chance to speak with him and 
Steve Gresham both. That's when my 
decision came." 


The decision was to accept a berth 
with the Hull team in England. As 
Scott Autrey and Steve Gresham 
before him found out, British League 
can be a spirit-breaking 
apprenticeship for a foreigner. They 
pay by the point. “There’s no way to 
describe, to one who's not been there, 
what it's like," Curoso says. "I could 
tell you that when you're barely 
picking up one'or two points a night, 
sometimes none, as I was, you have to 
somehow live on the equivalent of 
seven dollars a week. But that would 
only be a part of the story." 

Discouraging? Curoso was close to 
packing it in. "I knew I was gating 
well; I would start right with those 
guys into the first turn, then inevitably 
drop back. I had been riding my 
regular Jawa and I had no idea my 
equipment was hurting me — until I 
was able to borrow a Neil Street four- 
valve, and I scored 13 points first night 
out.” 


That was a turning point, enough so 
that his present motor is a Neil Street- 
converted four valve Jawa, thanks to 
some timely help from his family who 
are still among his major “sponsors.” 
He began riding really well late in the 
season — well enough to be paired 
with team captain Barry Briggs as a 
tactical substitute in the final heat of 
three separate matches. As team 
speedway fans are beginning to learn 
here at home, you have to be riding 
extremely well on a given night to earn 
such a position. It is a precarious 
distinction in a close match; if you 
help win, you’re a hero, if you lose 
you're a bum. 

Another dubious distinction shared 
by the three Americans (Autrey, 
Gresham and Curoso) is that they, in 
Curoso's words, "Rode for the worst 
racetracks in the league." (Which, if 
you survive, can be an advantage.) 

"The Hull, Newport and Exeter 
teams, as far as their home track 
surface goes — they're absurd, they're 
terrible. One very well known British 
rider, Malcolm Simmons — bit of a 
sniveler — he won't even go to the 
Newport racetrack (Gresham's base) 
because the conditions are so deadly. 
You're actually juggling with Jesus and 
dicing with death at that racetrack. 

"Basically the shape of it is wrong. 
One corner is square — only thing 
that’s been done to it is there's a 
football pitch on it so the corners are 
rounded off slightly. There's definitely 
a straightaway, very narrow. The 
other corner comes to a complete 
diamond so it’s a pointed oval — like 
Harry (Oxley) does to his corners 
occasionally. It’s a super-dangerous 
racetrack. 

“Scott's racetrack, Exeter, it’s large, 
it's banked. But when I say banked — 
the banking, what’s dangerous about 
the racetrack — the banking will go 
up to the crashwall, but before it gets 
to the crashwall it falls off . . . so if 
you're sliding in a corner and your rear 
wheel comes up to that point it 
automatically hits that table-top and 
comes completely around. And, you 
know, you're going 60 mph into a half-

inch piece of boilerplate, so that gets 
pretty radical. Plus the bumps and 
holes that they have in the racetrack. 
Those two racetracks are the only two 
in the league where a particular tire is 
used — a Barum, mainly because of 
the track conditions. Otherwise, you 
can go to any other track in the league 
and know 99 percent of the time a 
rider's going to have a Dunlop tire on 
his bike. 

"As far as Hull racetrack goes — 
boy! What a miserable racetrack! 
They had problems with the 
maintenance man and team manager 
— he just wasn’t preparing it. So the 
co-promoter — his name is Brian 
Lerner — he took over prepping the 
track and from that time on we had 
the best “home track” advantage of 
any team in the league. 99% of the 
time we knew that any team that was 
gonna come, we were just gonna 
smoke 'em. And we did." 

The risks high, the rewards meager; 
then what is the bottom line — the 
"draw" — that attracts Mike and 
others? First, the experience itself is 
beginning to pay off in competition 
here in America, as witness Curoso 
and Autrey one-two at Houston this 
year. Beyond that it’s hard to define, 
except as Mike described his feelings to 
us after attending the World Finals 
last year: 

“Seeing and being amongst 80,000 
people in a stand, seeing 10,000 or 
20,000 cheer for John Louis, Malcolm 
Simmons, Peter Collins (the English 
riders); seeing another majority 
cheering for Mauger, Ole Olsen, John 
Bolger; being the lone two Americans 
— hearing cheering for Scott Autrey, 
knowing there were Scott Autrey fans 
around, banners waving... it’s 
something you don’t usually see in 
Class C or motocross racing. 

“As far as English speedway or on an 
international level goes, the 
enthusiasm and support that follows 
it; I can’t see why it can't happen in 
the U.S. It's phenomenal. Somebody's 
making money at it, but they're not 
really paying out." 

All along, Mike has been very 
articulate, self-confident, aware. His 
education? “Just high school. I'm 
registered for Orange Coast College, 
and I want to get back into college 
very much. But speedway has been my 


career since I was in high school. It’s 
kept me out of collegiate sports — just 
because I raced Ascot on a bad night. 
It was a Gold Cup night and I boasted 
to a few friends. That in turn got back 
to a P.E. teacher. They knew it was a 
Pro race — so I was immediately 
excluded off the football team, not 
allowed to compete on the baseball 
team. I come from a sports-oriented 
family — not motorsports but physical 
sports — but I wasn’t allowed to 
compete in any of them through my 
high school days. I was really 
disheartened about that. I feel — of 
course since I’m a victim — that 
something should be done about it for 
the next victim that comes along. 
There's a lot of pros and cons . . .” 

So this compact, physically powerful 
22-year-old, who today would still be 
indistinguishable among any group of 
college athletes, is a professional 
speedway racer. 

Having a plan helped him win at 
Houston, and even faced with 
uncertainty as to his 1977 season his 
mind keeps ticking off the possibilities. 
"I know exactly what my plans are, 
really. The first will be to decide 
whether I'm going to be competing in 
the U.S. or England. I'm in the last 
stages of negotiation with Ian Thomas 
(the Hull promoter), and will come to 
a decision in the middle of this month. 
So that will be resolved . . . that's 
what I'm really counting on. The 
International Series, if that takes 
place, I'll definitely be competing in 
that (along with Rich MacMurray, 
Mike Bast and Scott Autrey, the 
probable "first picks" for a U.S. test 
match team). If it doesn't take place, 
I'm still shooting for a date in Daytona 
Beach during speedweek." 

"The race at Daytona has an AMA 
sanction, but will not be a National." 
This reference, given with a laugh, 
relates to the fact that having won 
Houston, the only 1977 speedway meet 
to carry an AMA National sanction, 
Mike has a claim on the ,AMA 
National title. The man who could 
well wear AMA's Number One in 1978 
has a plan even when nothing is 
certain ...to keep mentally and 
physically fit, plying the plumbing 
trade and racing wherever it will 
further his career. Mike Curoso is a 
career-minded rider. e.

Round two 


Broc blitzes, Hurricane 
howls, but Sugar Bear 
blocks a second 1-2-3 
kick by the YZ gang

Aiming for a second clean sweep in all three 
classes, Team Yamaha launched an all-out 
attack on the Sunshine Speedway round of the 
Florida Winter-AMA MX Series on their “basi- 


cally stock" production YZs. Their 
domination of the opening series event 
the week before, however, proved to 
be an impossible act to follow, and the 
young team of west coast riders had to 
settle for a still remarkable two-out-of- 
three afternoon. 

Spoiler in the festivities was Team 
Suzuki's Billy "Sugar Bear" Grossi. 
Riding a Brian Lunnis-tuned RM (not 
a works Suzuki as incorrectly reported 
in last week's article), Billy turned in a 
perfect 1-1 set of Open class finishes 
for the gray and windy afternoon. 
Grossi's machine is a modified RM370 
that sports works forks and shocks and 
a Thorwaldson swingarm. The motor 
and frame began life as a production 
RM; Mister Brian and Sugar Bear 
made it a winner. 

Privateer proving grounds 

The 1977 Florida series also serves as 
an introductory stage for eastern 
privateers who don't enjoy the good 
fortune of being able to perform for 
factory scouts as do the up and 
coming southern Californians. Several 
were noteworthy in the Sunshine 


Speedway program; among them, 
125cc classers Mark Barnett, John 
Reinholt and Jimmy Walker. Barnett, 
from Illinois, finished third today 
behind factory flyers Broc Glover and 
Danny LaPorte with a 3-7 tally. Last 
week Mark had begun equally well 
with a third placing in the opening 
moto only to fall victim to mechanical 
problems in the second leg. John 
Reinholt, a Floridian, followed 
Barnett in fourth for the afternoon 
with an 8-4 total. Walker, last week's 
top 125cc privateer in third behind 
the Glover/LaPorte steamroller, 
placed third in today's second moto. A 
chain failure in the opening round 
kept him to tenth overall. All three 
rode Suzuki RM125s. 

Everyone's favorite privateer 
(since Tony D went factory), Mickey 
Boone didn't feel the need to claim 
anyone’s bike this afternoon as he 
edged “The D” out of second overall in 
the 250cc action behind a long-gone 
Bob “Hurricane” Hannah. While 
Hannah ran away to a one-minute 
lead over the second place rider in 


both motos, Team Suzuki's 250cc 
National Champion and the man 
who's been called a second string rider 
duked it out for second. Mickey took 
over on the last lap of the second 
moto, slipping past Tony to win out by 
a 3-2 over 2-3 margin. The Spanish 
“European plan” sponsored riders, 
Mickey Kessler on Montesa and Marty 
Moates on Ossa, rounded out the top 
five. 

Two established Florida pros, 
Harold Buckingham and Joey Gratton 
trailed the rapid rivalry between Billy 
Grossi and Yamaha's Ricky Burgett. 
The top two spots went quickly to the 
Suzuki/Yamaha sponsored west coast 
riders but Buckingham and Gratton 
had a duel for third going that was 
settled in the final moto when Harold 
outdid the veteran fellow Yamaha 
rider 4-3 to 3-4. Fifth was Suzuki's Jeff 
Jennings. 
125cc: Broc dashes, 

Danny crashes 

Danny LaPorte's Suzuki led the 
buzzing horde of 125cc MXers 
through Sunshine's sandy first turn, 
but Mark Barnett squeezed past for a 
chance to spearhead the mission 
through the opening lap. Broc Glover 
trailed them in third after picking up 
two spots on the first lap, and in 
Glover's tracks were Moto-Tex's 
Michael Jones and Jimmy Martin. 

By the time lap two was complete, 
LaPorte had reclaimed the lead from 
Barnett. Glover was starting to close 
the gap, and on the third time around 
he pulled in on Barnett's tail. 
Moments later, Mark slipped under 
pressure, overshot a berm, and Broc 
scooted past, hot after LaPorte. By 
this time Robert Westerman had 
moved up from seventh into fourth 
where he'd stay for the duration. 

LaPorte looked like a winner. 
quickly cruising the course in a style 
that looks a good deal like DeCoster's. 
Unfortunately, the R.D.'s winning 
ways require more than style, and 
Danny lost his chance for a moto win 
in a fall near the halfway point. Once 
Glover passed for the lead, the top 
places remained unchanged: Glover, 
LaPorte, Barnett, Westerman and 
Jones. 

Round two saw Broc Glover zing his 
Ed Scheidler-tuned YZ125 to the front

of the pack right out of the gate and 
through turn one. LaPorte was right 
on his rear knobby and looking for 
space to pass, but Danny lost it coming 
off a jump halfway through the first 
lap. The crash dropped him to last 
place. Glover showed Robert 
Westerman, Jimmy Walker, John 
Reinholt and Michael Jones through 
the opening lap. 

While Broc established a 20 second 
lead over Westerman, Danny LaPorte 
was charging rapidly back up from his 
last place restart. On the third lap, 
LaPorte skittered into eighth place, 
then in the laps that followed, 
recovered second behind an out of 
sight Broc Glover. Overall, it was 
Glover, LaPorte, Barnett, Reinholt 
and Edward Cole. 


250cc: Another "Hurricane" 
blast 

When asked just how close to stock 
those Team Yamaha YZs really were, 
Hannah's mechanic Keith McCarty 
sidestepped the question by answering, 
"I think it's the guy who rides it that 
makes the difference.” 

Yamaha Motocross Supervisor Ed 
Scheidler was a bit more direct in 
answering the same question 
regarding Glover's bike. “I’ve had a 
chance to work on this motor during 
the week,” he replied with a trace of 
an I-know-something-you-don't smile: 
on his face. "We've cleaned up the 
inside a little. As soon as we get it all 
worked out, we plan to make the 
information available to dealers." Like 
the aluminum swingarm on Glover's 
machine that may become available 
from Yamaha if it proves out, motor 
mods to the production bikes may 
eventually become available to any 
Yamaha mounted MXer. If so, 
privateers will finally be getting the 
attention they feel they deserve, and 
need, from the manufacturer. 

Whatever the secret behind 
Yamaha's Winter-AMA success, it 
certainly works for Bob Hannah. Once 
again, the 20-year-old Californian 
stole the holeshot and proceeded to 
steadily cruise away from all 
competition. At the end of the 
opening lap, Hannah led a fast 
hauling Mickey Boone, Kawasaki's 
Terry Clark, Can'Am's Jimmy Ellis 
and Billy Grossi. Monte McCoy had 
attached himself to Hannah's rear 
fender at the start but crashed hard on 
a tall Sunshine Speedway jump and 
effectively de-tuned himself in the first 
quarter lap. 

After moving into second, Jimmy 
Ellis had to stop for a lap to work out 
some problem with father George on 
the prototype Can-Am. He restarted 
to get back up to fourth by the moto's 
end. 

Tony DiStefano jammed up from 
seventh place on the first lap to 
overtake Boone for second, a favor 





that Boone would return in the second 
moto. 

Billy Grossi fell, letting a tight 
skirmish among Tony Summey, Marty 
Moates, Terry Clark and Mickey 
Kessler past into fifth through eighth 
postions. 

In the final laps, Jimmy Ellis closed 
on Mickey Boone but Boone held on 
fiercely for third. And a tight Tony 
Summey/ Marty Moates duel ended on 
the final lap when Summey got by 
Moates for the last time. 

Again in round two, Monte McCoy 
got a great start on his home track 
leading Hannah and Ellis through the 
first turns. The lead was short-lived, 
however, as a Hannah/Ellis brawl 
began that had Yamaha National 
Racing Manager Ken Clark chewing 
his nails. 

“We're trying for that encore - (to last 
week's clean sweep)," Clark said 
nervously. “But it’s giving me a heart 
attack right now!" he added as 
Hannah rocketed past with Ellis 
gnawing at his rear tire. 

Then, on the fourth time around, 
the pressure subsided. Bob Hannah 
came around all alone, and George 
Ellis sprinted toward the back section 
of the track where Jimmy had 
disappeared. Eventually Jimmy came 
along, riding slowly. Part of the 
brakestay bracketry had come loose 
and jammed in his Can-Am's chain, 
pitching Captain Cobalt into an 
instant endo. 

From that point on, Hannah's 
second 1-1 win in two weeks was 
virtually assured. The bike didn’t fail, 
and neither did the “Hurricane,” 
leaving him with an unblemished 1977 
Winter-AMA win streak. 

Marty Moates, after working clear 
of a Kessler/Moates/DiStefano 
threesome, moved into second. His 
position was not to last, however, as 
the gearbox lost both second and third 
gear, dropping him to an eventual 7-5 
fifth overall. 

When Moates dropped back, 
DiStefano and Boone moved into 
contention for second place. The pair 
circled the course in close formation 
with Mickey Boone taking the 
initiative on the final lap for his 3-2 
'second overall afternoon, an excellent 
ride. Tony D wound up third ahead of 
Montesa's Mickey Kessler, 2-3 over 6- 
4i 
Open: Bear goes berserk 

It all came down to a two man race 
between last week's winner, Yamaha's 
Rick "Lumberjack" Burgett, and the 
man voted most eager to win at St. 





Pete, Billy "Sugar Bear" Grossi. 
Within the first few laps of round one, 
the two paired off and pulled out in 
front. Burgett led after passing Grossi 
on the first lap. Then, the 
"Lumberjack" hit the first of three 
snags in his plan. 

"Billy and I were coming up on a 
lapped rider. I hit his rear wheel and 
went over the berm,” Ricky said 
afterward. He regained the lead, but 
Grossi got past again three laps later. 
Finally, Burgett lost it one more time, 
overshooting a turn on the back of the 
course, and Joey Gratton took over 
second. Although Burgett was able to 
reel in Gratton, Grossi was long gone 
for the win. Behind Joey were Harold 
Buckingham and Karl Taylor. 

The final moto began with a fight as 
Burgett shot to the front with Grossi, 
Gratton, Jeff Jennings and Harold 
Buckingham in his tracks. Then, at 
the finish lihe at the end of lap two, 
Sugar Bear shot past and stayed out in 
front to the end. Tense pit board 
action kept both Billy and Rick 
informed of the few seconds separating 
them — the gap never closed below 
three seconds — and Billy racked up 
his second moto win and Rick scored 
another second. Buckingham edged 
Gratton for third 4-3 to 3-4, and ju 
Jennings’ 6-5 took fifth.

Bike packing 
Mammoth Lakes, 
California

re you tired of people? Do you put up with the smog, fences 
you can’t get through, and the same old scenery? Well, why 
not motor north a couple hours farther next summer and do 
some riding in the Mammoth Lakes area? I’ve ridden there 


the last two years and find it super. 
You can ride in the morning and then 
fish all afternoon. Not too shabby. 

There are dirt roads (no bike trails 
yet) that will give you all the scooter 
riding fun you'll want. You can wind 
through the tall pine trees, ride up to 
two beautiful lakes at over 10,000 feet, 
ride many miles of pure pumice, and 
as many miles of obsidian chips. You 
can take your bike and fishing gear 


and find a piece of river or stream to 
fish where nobody will be standing on 
your foot. The night life and the 
restaurants are pretty good, if you 
should go for that. 


Get yourself an Inyo National Forest 
Map and check all the riding 
possibilities around Mammoth Lakes. 
We have ridden up to Laurel Lakes, 
toured around Inyo Craters, across

Crater Flats, and up to where 
Deadmans Creek is just a trickle. 
We've covered much of Little 
Antelope Valley, and enjoyed the view 
from the top of Lookout Mountain. 
You can ride every day and find a new 
road to play on. 

The only problem we have had in 
two years was once in 1975 when we 
were cited for not having mirrors. It 
was not a "cost you money" kind, just 
"get it fixed." We had ridden 200 feet 
of Highway 203 and the local 
"Smokey" stopped us. He turned out 
to be a pretty nice guy, even showed us 
some back streets to use if we didn't 
want to make the bikes legal. 

The other problem was this year, 
and I still think we were in the right. 
There is a ranch several. miles to the 
north, the name is on most maps, and 
I've been told it has a reputation for 
not liking anyone who does not use their 
facility. They rent cabins and have 
control of about a mile of good trout 
stream. We started down a dirt road 
near the ranch that had no fences, 
gates, and no keep out signs, and were 
chased out by an irate rednecked 
cowboy. My advice is to give this place 
wide berth. 

We use Mammoth as a base for our 
longer rides. Some of them start as far 
as 40 miles away so we trailer them to 
the starting points. But you can begin 
most rides right in town, run your tank 
almost dry and see very few people 
even in August. 

One of the rides we did was a trip up 
to Glass Mountain and a little ridge 
running. It's 30 miles through 
sagebrush, rocks, green meadows, 
aspen trees, and excellent views of 
both Long Valley with Lake Crowley, 
and with even more spectacular 
scenery of the White Mountains. I 
don't know why they call it Glass 
Mountain, its 11,123 feet of some type 
of granite, sand and pumice. And it's 
very lonely; we saw no one during our 
entire ride. 

The start is easy to find, but after 
that so many roads and tracks head off 
in so many directions you must be on 
your toes; or you will end up miles 
away and two ridges from where you 
should be. To find the beginning, 
drive about five miles south of the 
Mammoth Lakes road and look for the 
sign reading "Whitmore 1 mile" and 
“Owens River 5 miles.” There is a little 
green church on the corner. Turn left 
and continue on pavement until you 
come to a bridge crossing the river; 
this is Benton Crossing. You can camp 
here and the fishing is not bad. We 
started our ride from here but it 
requires some asphalt riding or buzz 
up the gully on the east side of the 
road. 


From Benton Crossing go southeast 
four miles to a good dirt road heading 
east, (this road has no sign). Turn left 
and within 0.5 miles a large metal gate 
appears; go through. The road forks, 
go right. After 3.5 miles you'll come to 
a barbed wire cattle gate and an old 
corral. This is known as Watterson 
Troughs, named after two Owens 
Valley bankers and cattlemen. They 
played some games with the bank and 
went to jail for fraud. 

Go through the gate (please close it 
after you) and start up the hill. It will 
be steep and rocky for awhile and after 
another 1.5 miles look for a sign 
reading "3SO1 A"; turn left. At 1.4 
you passed a road with a sign “3849”. 
Do not take it. This road went up and 
down, and was very snakey. It was in 
very bad shape and it finally ended at 
tiberline in a small grove of pinon 
pines. We seemed to be several miles 
from where we should have been so 
backtracking a couple of miles and 
using bike rider's nose and a SWAG 
(Scientific Wild Ass Guess) we took off 
on a very faint trail heading east, 
finally picking up the road we should 
have been on. 

Back to the left turn on 3SO1 A, go 
1.1 miles to another fork, and left 
around the meadow. Follow the road 
up the canyon to an area called the 
Clover Patch. In this patch there are 
many cattle grazing, so if you have 
seen “On Any Sunday” and your 
riding partners haven't you might be 
able to pull the infamous Steve 
McQueen act and give them a shower 
of fresh meadow muffin. Bear to the 
right, go up the hill, then head a bit 
left, climbing slightly. The road will 
start to level out and at five miles you 
will come to a rock cairn on the right 
side. This is about 9500 feet and the 
highest point of the ride. You can go a 
tad higher and see Lake Crowley by 
taking the little used road west from 
the cairn up past the tree for 0.4 miles. 
Looking east you see the full length of 
the White Mountains from 
Montgomery Pass on the north to 
Westgard Pass to the south. Standing 
at the cairn and looking east, White 
Mountain is the rust colored peak to 
your right. It's the highest in the range 
at 14,246 ft. and is the third highest in 
California. 

Back on your bike, head north 
again and drop down a bit. Soon you 
will enter Kelty Meadow with its large 
aspen trees. Another fork shows up, 
going right around the east side of the 
meadow and in 1.2 miles the road 
forks again. Go left and follow the 
cattle fence. After a mile or so go 
through the gate and wind up into the 
trees. In a couple more miles you 
reach the Sawmill Meadows Road. It is

a long 11 mile run down to Highway 
120, and there are no services for 
many miles after that. 


I suggest you just retrace your route 
and enjoy more of the scenery on your 
way back. Some stretches of road are 


very. deceiving. The rocks are 
exceptionally sharp, plentiful and very 
slippery. The photographer (my son 
and riding partner) got into some 
shale and slid, breaking off a peg 


trying to move a fair sized boulder. He 
has the green toes to prove it. In some 
places you would think you were riding

an enduro off Sidewinder Road near 


Barstow. 

On the ride you will pass through 
two small pieces of private land and 
much of the rest is leased for cattle 
grazing. So if you open a gate close it, 
and don't chase the cows. One bull in 
Kelty Meadow pawed the ground and 
gave us a look (if you can interpret bull 
looks). He seemed to say, "you are 
intruding into my domain and 
interfering with my love life." We 
eased by very slowly as I didn't want to 
tussle with a 2000 pound irate ammal 
on a 215 pound scooter.

Emde wins GP; 
Cooley beats 
Neilson, Pridmore 
in Superstreet 

at AFM RR

ONTARIO, CA, FEB. 13 

David Emde won his hardest 250 
GP victory ever, then came back 
to run away with Open GP at 
the American Federation of Mo- 
torcyclists’ (AFM) first road race of the 
year at Ontario Motor Speedway. In 
Open Superstreet, Wes Cooley used his 
sorted-out Yoshimura R&D of 
America 1,000cc Kawasaki to beat 
Cook Neilson’s 883cc Ducati and Reg 
Pridmore's Butler and Smith 1,000cc 
BMW in a pre-Daytona "Superbike 
Production" showdown. 

The Mack Kambayashi TZ250 that 
Emde rode in 250 GP wasn't his usual 
mount. Instead, the bike sported a 
new Mack-designed frame and a stock 
set of barrels. Before the 250 GP race, 
Mack assured Emde that the 
motorcycle was faster than it had been 
at last weeks CMC race at Willow 
Springs, and that the engine specs had 
been brought up par with the super- 
fast bike Emde rode last year. 

But when the flag dropped for the 
start of 250 GP, Harry Klinzmann lept 
into the lead in front of Emde, Eddie 
Lawson, Mike Baeder, Dick Fuller, 
Rudy Galindo, and the pack. The 
order stayed the same, after Lawson 
crashed, for several laps, until 
Baeder's bike's front end stopped 
functioning, dropping Baeder back 
behind Galindo and finally sending 
him into the pits. 

On the sixth lap, with a four-second 
lead, Klinzmann’s machine's shift 
shaft broke off at the case, and the 
lead was Emde's. But even though 
Emde was never headed, the race was 
very different from most in recent 
history. Usually, it’s been Emde in

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front by a mile or two at the finish, 
with the tussle for second. Here, Emde 
had to ride hard to stay second, then 
ride just as hard to keep first after| 
inheriting it. 

“I didn’t have any power at all," 
said Emde after the race. 

"I don't think he has had to ride 
that hard in a long time," said ап 
approving Mack Kambayashi. "Look 
at the sweat on him (Emde шая 
dripping . . . Ed.). He came up to me 
and said ‘Mack, something is ver 
wrong, not fast enough.’ But this way, 
we find out if the tires and frame ar 
working good. This way, he pushed to 
the limit, instead of just easily winning.” 

In Open GP, Emde ran away on hig 
Don Vesco TZ750. Gary Scott entere 
the race to sort out his TZ750 for 1977, 
but a pinched gas tank vent tube 
stopped the gas flow and caused his 
bike's motor to seize on the first lap. 
Rob Murray, whose father sponsorg 
Scott on road racers, finished second 
with Wes Cooley and the Yoshimura 
Kawasaki third. 

Cooley then took out the Kawasak 
to meet his AMA Superbike 
Production foes, and won. Coole 
passed holeshot-artist and ex-drag 
racer Cook Neilson's Ducati a fe 
hundred feet off the line, and led unti 
the finish. With a giant red BiMot 
swingarm, special fork, and ampl 
frame gusseting, Cooley's Yoshimura

Training wheels for beginning road racers 

Everybody knew that, sooner or later, something like this would come along. Not 
only does this outrigger system give confidence to inexperienced road rashers, it 
tends to limit the amount of passing room available to the competition. We're not 
sure whether its AMA, WERA, AFM, or CMC legal, but in the meantime, 
Continental Rubber Products, the inventor, is using the outrigger to test 
motorcycle tires. A machine so-equipped can be pushed past the limit of adhesion 
without a high turnover rate in the test rider department. Under normal riding 
conditions the outrigger arms track passively over the ground or can be raised off 
the ground by the rider. Continental used the outrigger as part of a development 
program that led to the RB2 front tire and the K112 rear tire, known as the “Conti 
Twins.” The “Twins” are produced in the normal range of motorcycle tire sizes and 
new, larger section sizes for modern superbikes.

Record crowd 
enters Colorado 
ice races

RAINBOW FALLS PK., CO, FEB. 6 
The ice races at Rainbow Falls 
Park, Colo. drew 150 riders and 
275 spectators, enough of a 
crowd to make Harry’s Roamers, 
the sponsors, wonder where it will all 
end. “We figure that, using our 
present organization, we can handle 
up to 200 riders,” said organizer Dave 
Carriker, “If more than that start 
showing up, we may have to make the 
races a two-day event.” 

The competition began with three 
motos for the 12 mini-bike entries. 
When the snow had settled back on 
the ice, Mark Iler, 11, riding a Honda, 
was the winner of all three motos to 
take first place. Mark rode very well, 
cranking it on hard in the straights 
and riding the corners tight to the 
inside to the cheers of the fans along 
the first straight. Mark got his first 
bike -when he was five and looks 
forward to a lot more racing. 

Second place went to Jamie Gibson, 
who ran her last official mini-race at 
the Roamers’ track. She turns 13 next 
week and 12 is the upper age limit for 
the mini-bike class. Club officials plan 
to let the other entrants vote on her 











request for permission to ride the final 
race of this season with a handicap. 
Third place in the minis went to Bob 
Phillips (Yam). 

The third-wheeler class ran a tight, 
aggressive race. Dave Carriker and 
Fred McGloughlin continued their 
long-standing duel for first place, but 
McGloughlin's cornering problems 
caught up with him in each moto and 
forced him to settle for a second place 
trophy. Carriker stands three firsts for 
three races this season. 

The 125 Bare Tires class boasted the 
most creative conglomeration entry 
ridden by Al Nesshoefer, who rode it 
well for a first place. Nesshoefer's 
"Bulonda" | is a homemade 
construction put together from a 
Honda 125cc engine built in Texas as 
a road racer and put into a 71 Bultaco 
Lobito frame. Al added Suzuki wheels 
and swingarm, Ceriani forks, and a 
Yamaha seat. He says the bike feels 
good, but the flywheel is so light that it 
is “real erratic coming on and turning 
off.” 

Next up were the 175cc riders with 
Dave Beck returning on his Yamaha 
— sporting a Norton label on the tank 
— to take first. Phil Edwards rode 
again to place second on a Honda. 
The numbers of Fathers and sons (and 
daughters) riding at Rainbow Falls 
suggests that the Roamers can plan on 
successful events for several years to 
come. Third place went to Bob 
Podall, whose brother Gary also ran, 
but missed a trophy by one place. 

When the last Bare Tire class, the 
Open, was over, Dave Beck had taken 
his third first place trophy riding his 
Automatic Rokon. Second place went 
to Bill Brokaw, a Colorado Springs 
Yamaha dealer who raced a Montesa. 
Bill Williams placed third on a 
Montesa. 

The studded tire classes had over 
half of the total entries for the third 
time this year. The 125s ran first with 
one of the oldest contests of the 
afternoon between Steve Gibson, 
Monroe Hilton, and Brian Anderson, 
all riding Yamahas. Through the first 
lap of the main, the three riders were 
side by side with Anderson just a tire 
length ahead of Hilton coming out of 
the last corner. By the third lap it was 
Hilton, Anderson, and Gibson. Gibson 
won by a two-bike lead with Hilton 
second and Anderson third. 

The 175 studded class roared off the 
line in a tight pack with Annie Brokaw 
pulling out into first as they came out 
of the first corner, Steve Scott pressing 
hard to get by. Scott moved into first 
on the back stretch, but Brokaw stuck

with him through the last lap, when 
she had to quit because of engine 
problems. Scott (Bul) took first, Rick

The 250 studded class had the 
biggest draw of any one class with 26 
entries and trophies going to the top 
five places. Merlyn Plumley’s record 
stayed intact with his third-straight 
first place on a Yamaha. Steve Schrock 
gave him a hard run for first, but 
finished second. Third place went to 
Lynn Diller, also on a Yamaha. 

The last class, the Open stud, saw 
the big upset of the day. Craig Levens, 
riding his short track Honda, held 
onto first place through both heats 
and fell in the last lap just after getting 
the white flag from the starter. “He 
had a 100 foot lead,” said Jerry 
Capacious, “He could have played it 
safe and won.” Even after the fall 
Craig finished fourth. Mike Hall on a 
Suzuki 400 took first and Dan Geick 
took second on his Yamaha 500. Tom 
Deckard beat Levens out for third 
after the two of them had battled for 
first place through the first six laps.

the Angeles National Forest) to the 
southwest. It offers variety of riding 
terrain, from flat cow pasture to steep 
trials ridges. There are about 60 miles 
of dirt roads or jeep trail, existing 
buildings, and water wells. There are 
also two fancy housing tracts nearby, 
from which comes the most vocal 
opposition. 

Hungry Valley — 19,000 acres 

The Hungry Valley project would 
involve acquiring 19,000 acres from 
five existing landholders. This area is 
already a favorite of off-roaders and 
offers good to excellent riding. over 
varied terrain, as well as trails into the 
nearby Los Padres National Forest. It 
is now heavily used in a state of 
"uncontested trespass" with no fees 
charged. Several riders at the hearing 
expressed the opinion: "If we're riding 
it for free now, why spend our Green 
Stickie money buying it?" To own it, 
maybe? 

Potrero — 14,000 acres 

The Potrero site is described as an 
area of "great scenic beauty." lt is 
owned by Lockheed Corporation, 
which used the area for rocket motor 
testing. There are paved access roads, 
trees and shaded streambeds in the 
lower elevations of the 14,000 acre site.

Potrero and called it a "Primo riding 
area." There are few straight 
hillclimbs. The surrounding ridges are 
quite rocky. 

Asking prices of the parcels were 
not disclosed officially. One 
landowner speaking in opposition to. 
the site claimed that Lockheed was 
asking $13.7 million for Potrero (three 
times the property's worth). 

No clear consensus of biker 
preference emerged at the hearings. 
Russ Sanford, who attended both 
meetings, said he would poll the 
membership of Motorcycle Owners, 
Riders, and Enthusiasts (M.O.R.E.) 
before making his recommendation to 
the committee.
